The luxury ocean liner, believed, unsinkjifife dt :thC -t'fnie, hir an 
iceberg on its maiden voyage and sunk April 15.' 1912, killing 1 ,5 1 7 
people. 

Although the location of the sinking has been generally known, the 
vast depths in that part of the North Atlantic had prevented searchers 
from finding the giant liner. Mr. Jack Grimm, a Texas millionaire 
who has financed searches for Noah's ark and the l.och Ness monster, 
put up SI million to finance the Titanic search. 

The mission has been plagued by a bad weather, suffering lost and 
damaged equipment as the 55-metre ship was buffeted in 4- 
metre-high swells last weekend.

area. 

Ail the good wishes and showy words which the European states have 
offered to the Arabs cannot conceal the fact that these states are encap- 
sulated in the American sphere, and are therefore unable lo operate from 
any new basis in dealing with the Middle East conflict 

It is quite clear that, despite the Venice summit declaration. Europe will 
,r.ot to make any move before the American presidential elections, and 
will do absolutely nothing so long as the United Slates sticks to the Camp 
David accords. 

Nothing will be done in any case unless there is an Arab stand that 
expresses itself in the language of the economy of this age, and inlei - 
■i Ar.dy evaluates its petroleum assets and strategic position. From such a 
::ind, it will be possible to give and take, to offer and to withhold and to 
deal with every state according to its stand on the Arab issue. 

The narrow margin of difference between European and American 
interests, however, will still inspire the continuation of some political 
activity in the European arena, with the hope remaining of utilising 
previous accomplishments in a more productive way to ensure the right of 
the Palestinians to self-determination and the establishment of a Pales- 
tinian state. 

The key to the solution of this issue and to the restoration of Arab rights 
is, naturally, not in the bonds of Europe or America, but in the bands of the 
.Arabs themselves. 

I£ Mr. Thom is not carrying this key with him then it without doubt lies 
in the hands of people in Damascus; the meeting there of defence minis- 
:n:s of the steadfastness and confrontation front would mean much if it 
-■"■'jlri achieve the goal of strengthening the Arab front and realising the 
importance of the strategic balance with Israel. Eventually, all opponents 
of Arab will tumble down as leaves from a tree.

AMMAN. Aug. 15 (JTl - The 
Indian ambassador here today 
reiterated his country's support of 
the Arab World and pledged to 
work towards further cementing 
Jordanian-lndian relations. 

Addressing a large audience of 
Indian nationals and Jordanian 
friends on the 33rd anniversary of 
India’s independence day. the 
ambassador. Mr. Abdul Ghani 
Goni. said that India has always 
supported Arab causes, "includ- 
ing the restoration of the estab- 
lished rights" of the Palestinian 
people. 

Mr. Goni also, recalled the 
strong traditional and historical 
lies between Jordan and India and 
said that as developing countries 
"they have common interests in 
economic progress and a desire lo 
advance close cooperation in all" 
fields on the basis of equality and 
mutual benefit.” Various agree- 
ments between the two countries 
have initiated "the continuous 
process of identifying the areas of 
cooperation." he added. 

Affirming that .Indians have 


always enjoyed the “legendary 
Jordanian hospitality” and that 
India has enjoyed “excellent rela- 
tions” with Jordan, Ambassador 
Goni said that under the “wise and 
dynamic leadership" of His 
Majesty King Hussein and Indian 
Prime Minister Mrs. Indira Gan- 
dhi. the existing friendly relations 
between Jordan and India “will be 
further cemented." 

The ambassador said that 
India's support for the Palestinian 
people goes hack to pre- 
independence days "when Indian 
national leaders Mahatma Gandhi 
and Jaw aha rial Nehru spoke out 
against injustice being perpe-, 
i rated against the Pale-tinians." 

Mr. Goni reaffirmed India’s' 
"total opposition to Israel's 
attempts to make Jerusalem its 
capital" and said Mrs. Gandhi 
"has expressed concern at Israel 
try ing to consolidate its hold on 
the city and other occupied Arab 
territories and its continued flout- 
ing of the world public opinion.” 

India also called upon the 
United Nations “to compel Israel 


to take concrete steps to recognise 
the inalienable rights of the Pales- 
tinian people and put an end to its 
aggressive behaviour against 
them.” he added. 

The ambassador said Israel 
“should be compelled to stop 
immediately and reverse its policy 
of putting up settlements in the 
Arab territprics occupied since 
1967, including the holy city of 
Jerusalem." 

He condemned the Camp 
David accords, signed in Sep- 
tember 1978 between Egypt. 
Israel and the United States, 
because “they cannot presume to 
settle matters affecting those who 
were not contracting parties." } 

He stressed that an “essential * 
prerequisite" for a peaceful sol- 
ution in the Middle East is “full 
and equal participation by the 
PLO ( Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation) in any peace negoti- 
ations."

Inmates at Nafha prison 
end 33-day hunger strike 

TEL AVIV. Aug. 15 (R) — Nearly all the Palestinian prisoners at 
top-sccurity Nafha'jail in southern Israel today ended their 33-day 
hunger strike for better conditions, the prison commander said. - 

He said all but three of the prisoners, most of whom are facing life 
sentences, had returned to eating normally. The prisoners were 
force-led liquids during ibeir hunger strike and two died when the 
liquid entered their lungs. 


LONDON. Aug. 15 (AP) - The 
Palestinian mayor of the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank town of Nab- 
lus. who was injured in a terrorist 
car bombing June 2, arrived in 
London today for medical treat- 
ment.

Shak’a spoke of the threat of war 
in the Middle East. 

"There are dear indications of 
the possibility of an outbreak of 
war." he said. “In Israel there are 
now material and dear indi- 
cations of this possibility." 

Asked for his reaction to the call 
by Saudi Arabian Crown Prince 
Fahd for a ‘“holy wor”' against 
Israel, Mr. Shak'a said: “I think

“This sort of call is to be 
expected, and I will place the 
responsibility for it on inter- 
national world opinion and its 
failure to move to achieve some 
progress in the situation.

TOKYO.' Aug. 15. I AP)— Japan 
last month registered an overall 
balance of payments surplus of 
$320 million, its first surplus since 
Oct. 1978. Government economy 
^.attributed the turnaround to a 
sharp .increase in -exports, led by 
automobiles and electrical goods. 

In a separate development, the 
economic planning agency 
released an optimistic white paper 
which concluded that the Japan- 
ese economy had successfully 
weathered “the second oil crisis." 

“The last two years were a time 
'if. trial for the Japanese 
Economy." the Agency planning 
’director Mr. Seuchiro Tanaka. told 
' reporters after the document has 
been submitted to the cabinet. 
“But Japan is overcoming the sec- 


ond oil crisis. and making very 
good progress along the way. he 
said. 

The agency attributed the 
recovery to experience gained in 
“the first oil shake" of 1973-74, to 
the incremental nature- of recent 
oil price hikes, and to stability in 
the domestic economy as 
reflected by the consumer price 
index and the steady rate of capital 
investment by manufacturers. 

“The problems presented to us 
by the second'oil crisis are not yet 
over." said Mr. Tanaka, pre- 
dicting that wholesale prices 
would level off but that consumer 
prices would continue to rise. 
Wholesale prices rose 0.4 per cent 
in July over June, an 18.5 per cent 
increase over July 1979.

U.S. food prices ricochet to reco^ilev 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 15 (AP) 

— Inflation at the wholesale level 
in the United State- raced ahead

Report dismisses W. German recession 


BONN. \uu. 15 CAP) --"Wcm 
G ermany's eciinomic activity -has 
-lowed markedly but a recession 
such as the one in 1974-75 i- not 
likely, the country's bank fed- 
eration -aid yesterday. 

While the federation noted that 
all available indicators point to 
-lower growth, it made it clear that 
it felt the situation cannot require 


any official economic support 
programme. 

The banking federation, in its 
August report, also pointed out 
that the German central hank's 
room for manoeuvre in cutting 
interest rates was very limited due 
to West .Germany's high deficit on 
current account in the payments 
balance. 


Because of declining pro- 
duction and order inflow to indus- 
try, climbing unemployment, ris- 
ing inventories and a deterioration 
inthe general consumer and bus- 
iness climate, there have been 
public calls for u major change in 
the bank's tight monetary policy, 
especially a reduction in the cen- 
tral bank’s key lending rates.

WARSAW, Aug. 15 (R)-Prime 
Minister Edward Babiuch, con- 
fronted with a major crisis by strikes 
in many parts of Poland, delivered a 


sharply worded statement on tele- 
vision tonight that the thousands of 
strikers must return to work. 


Mr. Babiuch, whose decision to 
raise mear prices' six weeks ago 
sparked off the wave of stoppages, 
said nothing would be solved by 
strikes. 

He warned the strikers, who 
have now brought a large section 
of the country's Baltic ship- 
building industry to a standstill, 
that their action was being 
exploited by anti-Communisls. 

More than 50.000 workers were 
on strike in and around the biggest 

Polish shipyard today. 

“People who oppose Socialist 
Poland are attempting to exploit 
this situation for their own ends. 
Mr. Babiuch said. 

“They are submitting slogans 
and demands which have nothing 
to do with the struggle of the work- 
ing class and which are con- 
tradictory with the* interests of the 
nation.” 

In directly appealing to the 
strikers to end their action, Mr. 
Babiuch made it clear that pati- 


ence was running out. “No-one in 
Poland can agree with wasting 
time which should be spent in 
work, with disruptions in social 
services. We .simply cannot afford 
this” he said. 

Tram and bus drivers int he Bal- 
tic ciry of Gdansk and the 
neighbouring cities of Gdynia and 
Sopot were also on strike as were 
men in four factories supplying the 
shipyards. 

The 46-day strike wave is the 

longest industrial crisis in Poland's 
36 years of Communist rule. 

Mr. Babiuch' s message to the 
strikers tonight was plain— resume 
work and we will discuss grie- 
vances. 

“We must make a distinction 
between discussions and work 
time." he said. 

He spoke only hours after 
Communist Party leader Mr. 
Edward Gierek returned on 
schedule from his holiday in the 
Soviet Union. Mr. Babiuch said 


Arrange visa first

Falling rocks crush 
12 on Mount Fuji 


FUJIYOSH1A, Japan.. Aug. 15 
(R) — Eight adults and four chil- 
dren were crushed to death yes- 
terday when a section of reurkv cliff 
near the summit of Mount Fuji 
broke off and fell on a path, police 
said. 

At least 30 people were injured 
when rocks, some of them two 
metres in diameter, swept down ’ 
the sandy sloping path, rhey 
added. 

When the accident occurred 
about 2 p.m. several thousand 
people were on the summit of the 
3.776-metre dormant volcano and 
on several twisting lava ash- 
covered paths, police said. 

More than 200 soldiers and 
police were mobilised for the 
rescue operation, using a helicop- 
ter and a number of vehicles. A 
paved road climbs the moun- 
tainside to a height of 2.400 
metres. 


Repentant guerrilla 
released on parole 


WEST BERLIN. Aug. 15 (R) - 
Mr. Horst Mahler, a founder 
member of the Red Army Faction 
I RAF) urban guerrilla group, was 
freed on parole today after serving 
two-thirds of a -14-year sentence 
here; West German justice offi- 
cials said. 

The 44-year-old former lawyer 
was convicted in 1 973 of founding 
a criminal organisation and con- 
sipracy to murder. He had been in 
pre-trial custody since 1970.

CATANZARO: Italy, Aug. 15 
{Agencies)— A local magistrate’s 
secret attempt to- combat kid- 
napping was abandoned yesterday 
after it provoked two days of pro- 
tests and confusion in banks and 
businesses throughout Italy. 


The magistrate in the south- 
eastern town of Reggio Calabria 
had ordered bank and post office 
clerks to demand identification 
from anyone trying to change a 
300.000 fire ($121) note, ihe 
largest in circulation. 


The order, which had nation- 
wide effect from last Monday, was 
aimed at tracing recycled money 
paid in kidnap ransoms and was ' 
meant to be a secret. 

Bat as news of the directive 


spread many businesses stopped 
accepting the notes, bank workers 
threatened to strike as the paper- 
work built up, and the Italian 
public rushed in droves to try and 
get rid of the unwanted bills. 

Even some Swiss banks refused 
to take the notes and tourist 
operators warned thar foreign 
holidaymakers would be driven 
away. 

In revoking the order, the chief 
magistrate of Reggio Calabria said 
today: "Because of all the publ- 
icity. the order has lost the pur- 
pose for which it was Issued." 

Twenty-eight people have been 
kidnapped in Italy this year. Kid- 
nappers seized 69 people in 1979 
and collected an estimated $24 
million in ransoms.

D ALLAS, Aug. 1 5 1 Agencies) -- A state judge today delayed For at 
least 1 0 days a plan to exhume the body of presumed presidential 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald to test a British writer's theory that the 
man in Mr. Oswald's grave is in fact a Soviet secret agent. 

The Dallas county medical examiner had planned to exhume the 
body today >o that he could take dental X-rays and compare them 
with Marine Corps X-rays taken of Mr. Oswald in the 1950s. Mr. 
Oswald's Russian-born widow Marina, now remarried, had given 
permission for the exhumation. 

Bui the brother of the man accused of assassinating President John 
F. Kennedy in 1963 obtained a court order blocking! the exhumation 
pending a court hearing on Aug. 22. 

Mr. Lee Harvey Oswald's brother Robert, of Wichita Falk, 
Texas, claimed in court papers that be would suffer “mental pain and 
anguish” if his brother were exhumed. Mr. Robert Oswald asserted 
the exhumation was being done for publicity and for financial gain by 
author Michael Eddowcs and coroner Dr. Charles Petty. 

Mr. Eddowes. a British attorney, five years ago questioned the 
identity of the body that was buried in 1 963* in Rose Hill cemetery on 
Fort Worth's east side. 

Mr. Eddowes. who last year filed suit in state district court at Fort 
Worth in an attempt to have the body exhumed said he believes the 
man buried was not Mr. Oswald but a Soviet secret agent who 
returned to the United Slates from Russia in 1962, posing as Mr. 
Oswald. 

A state district judge dismissed the suit, saying Mr. Eddowes had 
no standing in court since he was a British citizen. A state appeals 
court later upheld the dismissal of the suit. 

Mr. Oswald defected to Russia in 1959 and once sought Russian 
citizenship before he returned in I9b2 with a Russian wife. 

In his civil suit filed in January 1979. Mr. Eddowes claimed the 
body measured in Dallas after Mr. Oswald’s death in 1963 was two 
inches shorter than Mr. Oswald’s height as measured during his 
military service.

Walls accused of planning Zimbabwe coup 


SALISBURY, Zimbabwe. Aug. 
15 lAP) — A black Zimbabwean 
cabinet minister charged today 
that the recently resigned white 
military commander. Peter Walk, 
was involved in a p r c - 
independence coup plot and 
accu*ed other highly placed white 
government officials of sub- 
version. 

In the strongest public speech 
by the black -dominated gov- 
ernment against the white minoi- 
itv that previously ruled for nine 
decades. Information Minister 
Nathan Shamuyarira told par- 
liament: "We welcome those 
whites who want to stay in a new. 
free and independent Zimbabwe. 
We will... not be held to ransom by 
our racial misfits and malcontents 
who do not accept the new order." 

Earlier the minister, in a special 
statement which reliable sources 
said uas authorised by Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe, accused 
Ll. Gen. Walls of working against 
the government since he was kept 
on military chief sifter Mr. 


Mugabe won British -supervised 
elections last February. 

“The question the government 
would like answered is how many 
European I Zimbabwean whites) 
arc in this category.” demanded 
the minister. 

Mr. Shamuyarira declared: 
” Wc arc now irritated by the con- 
tinued threat of a mass exodus of 
Europeans heing held like a pistol 
to the head of the government." 

And to chants of “Now. now." 
he added. “I am authorised to 
make it abundantly clear that all 
those Europeans who do not 
accept the new order should pack 
their hags and go now. cither indi- 
vidually or in organised groups." 

The minister also challenged 
the 20 white members of the 
1 00-membcr national assembly — 
ail MPs of former prime minister 
Ian Smith's Rhodesian Front 
Pam- — ro make known whether 
they are "in support and in sym- 
pathy with the sentiments and the 
subversive activities in which 
Peter Walls has been engaged.' 


Outlining details of the alleged 
military coup plot. Mr. Shamuy- 
arira maintained the government 
has documentary evidence that 
the military was to seize power at 9 
a.m. k>cal lime last March 4 — the 
precise lime and the day the elec- 
tion results were announced. 

White-officered troops were to 
occupy key buildings, and troops 
and warplanes were to attack and 
bomb camps where 35.000 guer- 
rillas gathered after the Dec. -28 
cease-fire in the seven-year war, 
the minister told parliament. 

Only the magnitude of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe's elec- 
tion victory after leading the guer- 
rilla wjr against Wall’s forces per- 
suaded the general not to imple- 
ment the plan.

Mrs. Gandhi called on the spon- 
sors of an i I -month-old anti- 
immigrant campaign in the north 
east state of Assam, in which more 
than 1 80 people have died, to end 
their movement. 

Directly addressing the students ’ 
leading the agitation for the expul- 
sion from Assam of all illegal' 
immigrants, Mrs. Gandhi said: 
“You are like ray children and I 
have full sympathy with you." 

But she said leaders of tbe agi- : 
tation "should not threaten the 
entire country” — a reference to a 
continuing embargo on ofl sup- 
plies from Assam which has cost 
India more than $500 million 
since last January when Mrs. 
Gandhi was voted back to power 
after 33 months in opposition. 

Mrs. Gandhi said anarchy had 
“ entered almost every segment of 
social, political and cultural life.” 
There .appeared to be a deep- 
rooted conspiracy to organise riot- 
ing on every major or minor issue 
in order to prevent a smooth func- 
tioning of the government, she 
said. 

Mrs. Gandhi appealed to oppos- 
ition parties to cooperate with her 
government in implementing 
programmes aimed at streng- 
thening the country, whose popu- 
lation of 660 million, she said, had 
increased by 280 million since 
independence. 

Government and opposition 
could have ideological dif- 
ferences. but they “should be one 
in the nation-building activity,” 
she said.

U.S. spacecraft on Mars: 

4 years completed, 1 4 to go 


WASHINGTON - The Viking- 1 orbiter spacec- 
raft has run out of fuel and can no longer contact 
earth as it begins its 75-vear tumble toward the 
surface of Mars, scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory (JPL) in Pasadena say. 

Scientists who cut off its radio signal last week 
say the Viking mission's last contact marked the 
end of “the most exciting decade in the history of 
space exploration."

When the orbiter ran out of stabilisation eas. 
scientists were forced to shut down its radio 
transmitter to prevent phantom signals from inter- 
fering with other spacecraft, said Mr. Alan Wood, 
a spokesman at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory . 

'The Viking- 1 orbiter transmitted its last pic- 
tures of Mars on Tuesday Aug. 5. 

But the Viking- 1 lander, which became the first 
spacecraft to operate on another planet for more 
than a few minutes, will be sending back infor- 
mation to earth until 1 990 at least, and probably 
until 1994. 

Bv then, the U-S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) may have en route 
to the red planet a new spacecraft that would crawl 
around on the sandy surface, retrieving soil and 
rock samples to send back to earth for analysis and 
dating. 

The spacecraft curry ing the Viking-1 landerand 
orbiter was launched on Aug. 20. 1975. and 
arrived at Mars June 19, 1976. The Viking- 1 
lander touched down on the planet the following 
■ dav. 


The Viking-2 orbiter and kinder, launched on 
Sept. 9. 1^75. arrived at Mars on Aug. 7. 1976. 
The lander reached Mars on* Sept. 3. 1976. after a 
month-long search for u smooth landing site. 

The Viking-2 orbiter ran out of fuel on July 25, . 
1978, and the lander was turned off on April 1 2, 1 
1980. 

That leaves only the Viking- 1 lander operating 
on Mars' surface on the western slope of Chryse 
Plan ilia (22.3 degrees north. 48.0 degrees west) 
until 1994. Scientists predict its power source will 
be depleted by then. 

The extension of the Mars observations beyond 
the four-month primary mission has been better 
than anything originally anticipated. Mr. Kermil 
Watkins. Viking project manager, said during a 
JPL press conference. 

The two Viking landers and orbiters have 
returned hundreds of limes more, information 
than expected, he added. 
t Among Viking's major accomplishments and 
findings: 

- The two orbiters took 5 3.51 H) photographs of 
Mars and ii> satellites tPhobos and Deimos) — 
each time containing twenty limes more infor- 
mation than the lower- resolution Mariner-9 pie- 
lures in 1 9?J. The two landers took 4,500 pic- 
tures. including high-resolution and stereoscopic 
pictures of the landing sites. As a result. 97 per 
• cent of Mars has now been mapped. 

-- No organic molecules were lound in the Mar- 
tian soil. “Which doesn’t mean Mars has no life, 
but that we did not see it at the two sites." -Mr. 
Watkins said. 

— Viking found — in addition to the known 
presence of carbon dioxide, oxygen and water — 

■ nitrogen, argon, neon, krypton and zenon in the 
Martian atmosphere. An analysis of these ele- 
ments led scientists to conclude that there was a 
time when the Martian atmosphere was much 
denser than it is today. 

-- The soil of Mans is similar to iron-rich day. 
high in sulphur. 

-- Weather at the Viking-2 northern landing 
site has been much more variable and dynamic 
than at the Viking- 1 site 20 degrees to the south — 
with ground frost, cyclones and weather "fronts." 

The highest midday temperature at the south- 
ern landing site was -3 PC. and the lowest pre-

— The most water observed in Mars* atmos- 
phere a! its wettest was about one cubic kilometre 
of ice -- “About the amount you would find in a 
mid- west thunderstorm.’’ said Mr. James Tillman 
of the University of Washington. Scientists still 
believe, however, that under Mars' sandy soil 
there is a planet-wide permafrost containing 
water which would be released if the surface ever 
got hot enough. 

While most of the major discoveries were made 
during the first two years of the Viking operation, 
"There is still much work to do. large quantities of 
data to analyse," said Mr. Harold Masursky of the 
U.S. Geological Survey.

For example, scientists would like to begirt dar- 
ing Ihe various geological episodes on Mars to 
obtain an historical sequence. This can be done by 
counting craters (the more craters, tbe older the 
surface or the formation) and by counting layer* 
of deposits seen in photographs of large channels. 
In one channel, for example, geologists counted 
eight layers. This would imply cither eight flood- 
ing events, in which soil was deposited" from the 
uplands, or eight volcanic eruptions of lava. 

"We have several years of work ahead." Mr. 
Masursky said of the mapping and analyses being 
undertaken by the U.S. Geological Survey.
